The Absentee Voter 


In the h a n d s of th e State Senate is a bill to amend the 


state constitution ill order to permit absentee voting, passed 
last Meek with the unanimous vote of the House and now 
before the senators for their approval.

matter, which iii the past has caused many citizens to miss 
their vote through no fault of their own. Even should the 
Senate take this desirable action in the present session, it 
would have to la* approved by a later legislature and then 
submitted to the stale for approval l**fore it could In* put 
into adion. 


Not only would those citizens who were forced to he 


away from their homes be allowed to vote, even though out 
of the state on the dav of elections, but those who are ill 
or have physical disabilities would also In* allowed to use an 
absentee ballot. At the present lime only those in military 
service are accorded the right of an absentee ballot. 
Our neigh lair state of New York ha* long provided an 


absentee Indict for its citizens, and we in Pennsylvania have 
I men derelict in not affording our voters the similar privi­ 
lege. 


I.et’s see it g»» through the Senate with the same 
unanimity given it bv the House, and thus take another step 
in the direction cd' facilitating the voting of our men and 
women.
